Japanese Patent Application KOKAI No. 8-194564 discloses a 
technique for switching the mode of a computer to a sleep mode to interrupt the 
supply of power to any peripheral device and/or a monitor, when the computer has 
determined that any peripheral device thereof does not operate for a 
predetermined period and there is no input from its keyboard. 

3. Japanese Patent Application KOKAI No. 10-3333 discloses a 
technique for supplying power to the monitor of a computer or interrupting the 
supply of power thereto on the basis of whether or not the temperature of the user 
is sensed.
